•done, will add millions to the independ- 
ent people of the world and will em- 
phasize to other nations the wisdom 
and mercy of democracy. 


To <lo this task as we are bound in 


"Conscience to do it requires1 that ev- 


ery offending officer in the army of the 
'United States shall be held to a strict 
accounting for his conduct. It requires 
that Congress shall unflinchingly probe 
the TVPT department and reform 
it 


without fear or favor. 


To permit the army of the United 


States to become either 
hrutish or 


corrupt is to imperil the foundations 
of the government. Every bloody in- 
struction we teach to the people o4 
the islands will recoil upon our own 
beads.
